(Seedons         and  5  of  the  act  of  July  28,  1916~Uiuted  States  Code,  title 

39,  623  to  568) 

SEcnoN  l-i>t.  That  herei^ter  every  railroad  company  carrying  tlie  mails  sliall 
carry  on  any  train  It  operates  and  without  extra  charge  therefor  the  persons 
in  charge  of  the  mails  and  whtn  on  duty  and  traveUng  to*and  from  duty,  and  all 
duly  accredited  agents  and  officers  of  the  Post  Office  Department  and  the  Rail- 
way Mail  Service  and  post  office  inspectors  while  traveling  on  official  bosdness, 
upon  tlie  exhibition  of  their  credentials. 

Sec.  5.  That  tlie  Postmaster  General  is  autliorized  and  directed  to  readjust 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  railroad  companies  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  Jnne,  nineteen  hnndied  and  sixteen,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
practicable,  for  the  tran^ortatJon  and  handUng  of  the  mails  and  furnishing 
facilities  and  services  in  connecticm  therewifii  iipwi  the  eondittona  and  at  the 
rates  hereinafter  provided. 

The  Postmaster  General  may  state  railroad  mail  routes  and  authorize  mall 
service  thereon  of  the  following  four  classes,  namely :  Full  railway  post-office 
car  service,  apartment  r^way  po^t-gffice  car  service,  storage-car  service,  and 

closed-ponch  service. 

Full  railway  post-office  car  mall  s»vlce  shall  be  service  by  cars  forty  feet 
or  more  in  length,  constructed,  fitted  np,  and  mahitalned  for  the  distribution 
of  mails  on  trains.  The  authorization  of  fnU  railway  post-office  cars  shall  be 
for  standard-size  cars  sixty  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement,  except  as 

hereinafter  provided. 

Apartm^t  railway  post-office  car  mail  service,  shall  be  service  by  apartments 
less  than  forty  feet  in  length  in  cars  constructed,  fitted  up,  and  maintained  for 
the  distribution  of  malls  on  trains.  Two  standard  slases  of  apartment  railway 
post-office  cars  may  be  anthorlased  and  paid  for,  namely,  apartments  fifteen  feet 
and  thirty  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. . 

Storage-car  mail  service  shall  be  service  by  cars  used  for  the  storage  and 
carriage  of  mails  in  transit  other  than  by  full  and  apartment  railway  post- 
office  cars.  The  authorizations  for  storage  cars  shall  be  for  cars  sixty  feet  in 
length,  Inside  measurement,  except  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided,  That 
storage  space  in  nnits  of  tteee  feet,  seven  feet,  fifteen  feet,  and  thirty  feet, 
both  sides  of  car,  may  be  authorized  In  baggage  cars  at  not  exceeding  pro  rata 
of  the  rates  hereinafter  named  tor  slxty-ft)ot  storage  cars* 

Service  by  full  and  apartment  railway  post-office  cars  and  storage  cars  shall 
include  the  carriage  therein  of  all  mail  matter,  equipment,  and  supplies  for 
the  maU  service  and  the  employees  of  the  Postal  Service  or  Post  Office  De- 
partment, as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Postmaster  General  to  be  so  carried. 
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Closed-pouch  mail  service  shall  be  the  transportation  and  handling  by  ratt<- 

road  employees  of  mails  on  trains  on  which  full  or  apartment  railway  post- 
office  cars  are  not  autliorized,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided.   The  authoriza-  - 
tions  for  closed-pouch  service  stmil  be  for  uni^s  pi  seven,  feet  and  thiee  feet 

in  Jengtb,  both  ^ides  of  car. 

The  rates'  at  paymc^it  for  the  servi^  ikDU»oiia^  ifi  aeeosdanoe  with  thi9 
section  shall  be  as  follows,  namely: 

For  full  railway  post-office  car  mail  service  at  not  exceediqg  21  e^ts  for 

each  mile  of  service  by  a  sixty-foot  car. 

In  addition  thereto  he  may  allow  not  exceeding  $4.25  as  a  combined  initial 
and  terminal  rate  for  each  one-way  trip  of  a  sixty-foot  car. 

For  apartment  railway  post-office  car  mail  service  at  not  exceeding  11  cents 
for  each  mile  ctf  service  by  a  ^iasty-fa9t  apartment  r  and  6  «eots  finr  wch 
mile  ot  service  by  a  fifteen-foot  apartm^t  ear. 

In  additicm  thereto  he  may  allow  not  exceeding  $2J5  as  a  craibtaiedi  initial 
and  terminal  rate  for  each  one-way  trip  of  a  thirty-foot  apartment  car  and 
$2  as  a  combined  initial  and  terminal  rate  for  each  one-way  trip  of  a  fifteen- 
foot  apartment  car. 

For  storage-car  mail  service  at  not  exceeding  21  cents  for  each  mile  of 

service  by  a  sixt7-&>ot  car* 

In  addition  tha^  he  may  allow  not  esseeeding  $44$&  as  a  ccHntMy^  initial 
and  terminal  rate  for  eadi  one-way  trip  of  a  siacty-foot  car. 

Where  authorizations  are  made  for  cars  of  the  standard  lengths  of  sixty, 

thirty,  and  fifteen  feet,  as  provided  by  This  section,  and  the  railroad  company 
is  unable  to  furnish  such  cars  of  the  length  authorized,  but  furnishes  cars  of 
lesser  length  than  those  authorized,  but  which  are  determined  by  the  depart- 
ment  to  be  sufficient  for  the  service,  the  Postmaster  General  may  accept  the 
same  and  pay  only  for  the  acta^  qpace  famished  and  used,  the  c<»np^sation 
to  be  not  exceeding  pro  rata  of  that  provided  by  tida  sectira  for  tiifk  stusdafd 
length  so  authorised :  Rrofyided,  That  the  Postmaster  Ctaieral  WMW  «6ei®t 
and  apartments  of  greater  length  than  those  of  the  standard  requested,  but  no 
compensation  shall  be  allowed  for  such  excess  lengths. 

For  closed-pouch  service,  at  not  exceeding  11/2  cents  for  each  mile  of  sei-vice 
mbm  a  tOtoi^foot  unit  is  authorised,  and  3  cents  tor  each  mile  of  service  when 

a  aev^foi^  nnlt  Is  antiiMi«»d< 

In  addition  th^to  he  may  allow  not  ^tceodlng  2!^  cents  as  the  comUned 
Initial  and  terminal  rate  for  each  one-way  trip  of  a  atre»%>Qt  wit  of  SMvice 

and  50  cents  as  a  combined  initial  and  terminal  rate  for  each  one-way.tri*  of 

a  seven-foot  unit  of  service. 

Railroad  companies  whose  railroads  were  constructed  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
a  land  grant  made  by  Congress,  on  the  condition  that  the  mails  should  be 
tranq^ed.  ovw  thei^  roads  at  such  price  as  Congress  should  by  law  direct, 
shaU  receive  only  eic^tar  par  cen^  iEif  tiie  eowenaattea  eGifli?^^ 
by  this  section. 

The  initial  and  terminal  rates  provided  for  her^  shall  cover.  MpwsBS  of 

loading  and  unloading  mails,  switching,  lighting,  heating,  cleaning  mail  cars, 
and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to  station  service  and  required  by  the  Post- 
master General  in  connection  with  the  mails  that  are  not  included  in  the  car- 
mUe  rate.  The  allowance  for  full  railway  post-office  cars,  apartment  railway 
post-offioe  casatt  and  stwage  ciyrs  m^-be  varied  in  accordance  with  the  approxi^- 
mate  difference  in  th^  respective  C9at  oi  epiuiliwtion  and  maintenance. 

In  computing  the  car  miles  of  the  full  railway  post-<^|ee  eai»  and  sq^asbae^ 
i^lwa;p  post-office  cars,  the  maximum  space  authorized  In  ^ther  dlrecticm  of  a 
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TOOBd^trip  dur  ran  dtUll  be  regarded  as  the  space  to  be  computed  in  both  direc- 
tions, unless  0th»wise  mutually  agreed  upon. 
In  computing  the  car  miles  of  storage  cars,  Ihe  maxlmnm  space  aufiiortaed 

in  either  direction  of  a  round-trip  car  run  shall  be  regarded  as  the  space  to  be 
computed  in  both  directions,  unless  the  car  be  used  by  the  company  in  the 
return  moyem^itt  or  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

New  service  and  additional  service  may  be  authorized  at  not  exceeding  the 
ntes^liareiii  provided,  and  ser^ce  may  be  reduced  or  discontinued  with  pro 
rata  reductions  in  pay,  as  the  needs  of  1^  Postal  Service  may  r^ulre:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  additional  pay  shall  be  aHoirieia  for  lUtdittcmal  service  tmltes 
specifically  authorized  by  the  Postmaster  General.  • 

The  Postmaster  General  is  authorized  to  make  spe(*ial  conttiftctS  *^tfc  the 
railroad  companies  for  the  transportation  of  the  mails  wliere  in  his  judgment 
the  conditions  warrant  the  application  of  higher  rates  than  those  herein 
qpedfled,  and  make  report  to  Congress  of  all  cases  where  such  iQ»ecial  contracts 
axe  made  and  &m  t&mm  aad  reasons  ther^or. 

All  cars  or  parts  of  cars  used  for  the  Railway  Mail  Service  diall  be  of  such 
construction,  style,  length,  and  character,  and  furnished  in  such  mann»  as 
shall  be  required  by  the  Postmaster  General,  and  shall  be  constructed,  fitted 
up,  maintained,  heated,  lighted,  and  cleaned  by  and  at  the  expehse  of  the 
railroad  companies.  No  pay  shall  be  allowed  for  service  by  any  railway 
I>ost-ofilce  car  which  is  not  sound  in  material  and  construction  and  which  is 
liot  equipped  with  jMmitary  ^inking^vmter  containers  and  toilet  facilities,  nor 
unless  such  car  is  regnlarly  and  thoroni^ily  cleaned,  l^o  pay  stiall  be  allowed 
for  service  by  any  wood^  full  railway  post-office  car  unless  constructed  sub- 
stantially in  accordance  with  the  most  apio-oved  plans  and  specificaticms  of 
the  Post  Office  Department  for  such  type  of  cars,  nor  for  service  by  any  wooden 
full  railway  post-office  car  run  in  any  train  between  adjoining  steel  cars,  or 
between  the  engine  and  a  steel  car  adjoining.  After  the  first  of  July,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen,  the  Postmaster  General  shall  not  approve  or 
allow  to  be  Bsed,  or  pay  fw  service  by,  any  full  railway  post-ofOce  car  not 
constructed  of  steel  or  ste^  im&ertnme  or  equally  indestrnctible  material; 
and  all  full  railway  post-office  cars  accepted  tor  tMs  service  and  contracted 
for  by  the  railroad  companies  hereafter  shall  be  constructed  of  steeL  UntH 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  in  cases  of  emergency  and  in  cases 
where  the  necessities  of  the  service  require  it,  the  Postmaster  General  may 
provide  for  service  by  full  railway  post-office  cars  of  other  than  steel  or  steel 
imderframe  ccmstniction,  and  fix  therefor  such  rate  of  compensation  within 
the  tnfiTimTiTifi  herein  provided  as  shall  give  concdderattcm  to  the  inferior  char* 
acter  of  constroction,  and  the  rafiroiid  conipaiiies  shall  furnish  flervfce  by  stidi 
ears  at  such  rates  so  fixed. 

Service  over  property  owned  or  controlled  by  another  company  or  a  terBilnal 
company  shall  be  considered  service  of  the  railroad  company  using  such  prop- 
erty and  not  that  of  the  other  or  terminal  company :  Provided,  That  service 
over  land-grant  roads  shall  be  paid  for  as  herein  provided. 

Bailroad  companies  carrying  the  mails  shall  furnish  all  necessary  facilities 
for  caring  for  and  handHng  tb^  widle  in  their  costody.  They  shaU  furnish 
all  cars  or  parts  of  cars  used  in  the  transportation  and  distribnttcm  of  tl^ 
mails,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  place  them  in  stations  before 
the  departure  of  trains  at  such  times  and  when  required  to  do  so.  They  shall 
provide  station  space  and  rooms  for  handling,  storing,  and  transfer  of  mails 
in  transit,  including  the  separation  thereof,  by  packages  for  connecting  lines, 
and  such  dlstribnticm  of  registered  mail  in  transit  as  may  be  necessary,  and  for 
emees  for  .the  ^iqdloyees  of  the  Ballway  Midi  Service  engaged  in  soeh  8tati(» 
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work  when  required  by  the  Postmaster  Gen«al,  In  which  mail  from  stttttoa 
boxes  may  be  distributed  if  it  does  not  require  additional  space. 

If  any  railroad  company  carrying  the  mails  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  provide 
cars  or  apartments  in  cars  for  distribution  purposes  when  required  by  the 
jPortnaatar  6«eral»  ia  shall  &ul  or  refuse  to  construct,  fit  up,  maintahi, 
imit»  li#it;  wid  dean  sw^  ears  and  pcovide  aneh  ^pUiyices  for  use  in  case 
of  accident  as  nay  be  nqjaSMA  W  i3»  P4wtiiia»fc«  Gcneffttl^  it  ahatt  be  fined 
such  reasonable  sum  as  may,  in  tite  discretiCQA  ^  tlie  PoBtsoMber  Ctaneial,  be 
Ueemed  proper. 

The  Postmaster  General  shall  in  all  cases  decide  upon  what  trains  and  in 
Whftt  manner  the  mails  shall  be  conveyed.  Every  railroad  company  carrying 
4lie  maila  sbaU  carry  on  any  train  it  operates,  and  with  due  speed,  all  mailable 
natleiw  eaalpiMi^  ati4  :«iiM^ieB  dir^  be  carried  thereon.  If  any  such 
jailroad  company  shall  fafl  or  vefwe  to  tnioqpQrt  tlia  mails^  e^iiipinent,  and 
supplies  when  required  by  the  Foatmastar  GeM^itf  on  uiy  train  6V  teaina  tt 
operates,  such  company  shall  be  fined  such  reasonable  amoimt  aa'may^  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Postmaster  General,  be  deemed  proper. 

The  Postmaster  General  may  make  deductions  from  the  pay  of  railroad 
e^Bipanlea  carrying  the  mails  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  for  reduction 
In  aerviee  or  in&eoiaeiicy  of  service  vi^ere,  in  his  judgment,  the  importance  of 
aie  faetUlstei  witMiami  w  retoced  re^pilres  it,  and  Impose  fines  upon  them 
for  delinquencies:  He  may  deduct  tiie  price  4!f  the  value  itf  flia  aervice  in 
cases  where  it  is  not  performed,  and  not  «feeedtng  three  tlme^  Ma  v«|iie  tf  die 
failure  be  occasioned  by  the  fault  of  the  raHroad  company. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  service  operated'  by  railroad 
companies  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  steamboats. 

irhe  provifitons  of  this  »cti<m  respecting  the  rates  of  compensation  shall  not 
«I9lT  to  mafia  conveyed  uadet  ipaeial  arra^  £reight  trains,  for  which 

rates  not  exceeding  tihe  naoal  and  just  freight  rates  nuty  be  paid*  in  accord- 
ance with  laie  chisaificatfiMii  and  tariffs  approved  .by  the  interstate  Ckmimero

Railroad  companies  carrying  the  mails  shall  submit,  under  oath,  when  and 
in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by  the  Postmaster  General,  evidence  as  to  the 

performance  of  service. 

The  PCNibnast^  General  shaU,  from  time  to  tune,  request  information  from  the 
jnterrtale  C)cwBaarte  CMwMriteH^  as  to  the  rereraie  received  by  railroad  com- 
panies from  express  companies  fqr  aerviees  rendered  4n  tbe  transpMtation  ot 
express  matter,  and  may,  in  his  discretion,  atrange  for  the  teanwoftatien  o< 
mail  matter  other  than  of  the  first  class  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  so  ascer- 
tained and  reported  to  him,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  companies

The  Postmaster  General  is  authorized  to  employ  such  clerical  and  other 
assistance  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carrj^  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
to  rent  quarts  in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  if  necessary,  for  the 
derieal  fMee  ^igaged  thereon^  and  to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion fbr  inland  tranqpcNrtatioo  tqr  railroad  rentes.  Xbe  Posbnaster  Gwend 
shall  file  with  the  commission  a  c<HnprehensiTe  plan  for  the  tnuuqmrtatlw  of 
the  mails  on  said  railways  and  shall  embody  therein  what  he  believes  to  be 
the  reasonable  rate  or  compensation  the  said  railway  carriers  should  receive. 

Thereupon  the  commission  shall  give  notice  of  not  less  than  thirty  days  to 
each  carrier  so  required  to  transport  mail  and  render  service,  and  upon  a  day 
to|  be  fixed  by  the  commissioa,  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  miration 
of  the  notice  herein  reqniredt  each  of  said  carriers  sliall  make  amwer  and  the 
commission  shall  proceed  with  the  hearii^  as  now  provided  by  law  &r  ii|<ber 
hearings  between  carriers  and  shippers  or  associations. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  law  for  taking  testimony,  securing  evidence,  pen- 
alties, and  procedure  are  hereby  made  applicable. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  and  fixing  rates  or  compensation  hereunder 
the  commission  is  antliorized  to  make  sndi  Ossification  of  carriers  as  may  be 
just  and  reasmaUe  and,  where  Jnst  and  equitable,'  fix  general  rates  ap^icaM^ 
to  all  carriers  in  the  same  classification. 

Pending  such  hearings,  and  the  final  determination  of  the  question,  if  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  shall  determine  that  it  is  necessary  or  ad- 
visable, in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  th^s  section,  to  have  additional 
and  more  frequent  weighing  of  the  msdls  for  statistical  purposes,  the  Post- 
master Cteneral,  request  of  the  ccmndssicm,  shall  provide  ther^w  in  the 
manner  now  presoribed  by  law,  but  sudi  wdg^bdng  need  not  be  for  more  flian 
thirty  days.

Either  tbi&  Postmaster  G^eral  or  any  so^  carrier  may  at  any  time  an« 
the  lapse  of  six  months  firom  the  entry  of  the  order  assailed  apply  for  a  re- 
examination, and  thereupon  substantially  similar  proceedings  shall  be  had  with 
respect  to  the  rate  or  rates  for  service  covered  by  said  application,  provided 
said  carrier  or  carriers  have  an  interest  therein.

That  the  appropriations  for  inland  transportation  by  railroad  routes  and  for 
railway  post-oflBlce  car  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  are  hereby  made  aYailable  for  the  porpofies  of  tbia 
secticm. 

That  It  sbaU  be  nnlawfiii  ftn*  any  railroad  company  to  refuse  to  perfonn  mafl 
service  at  the  rates  or  methods  of  oomp^isati<m  imyvided  by  law  whm  re* 
qoired  by  the  Postmaster  General  so  to  do,  and  for  such  offense  shall  be  fined 
$1,000.  Each  day  of  refusal  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

For  separately  operated  railroads  not  exceed'ng  100  miles  in  length,  and 
not  less  than  50  miles  in  length,  20  per  cent  additional  to  the  above  rates ;  and 
sei>arately  operated  railroads  less  than  50  miles  in  length,  50  per  cent  addi- 
tional :  Provided,  That  the  minimum  payment  on  any  mail  route,  over  any 
part  of  which  mail  is  transported  not  less  than  six  days  a  week,  shall  be  $50 
per  mile  per  anniun. 

Hie  fair  and  reasonable  rates  on  and  after  January  1,  1918,  are  25  per  cent

6.  All  units  of  emergency  space  needed  to  supplement  regular  authorizations 
shall  be  of  3,  7,  15,  or  30  feet  without  duplication  or  grouping,  and  such  units 
shall  be  discontinued,  increased,  or  decreased  at  any  point  where  a  fluctuation 
in  the  volume  of  mail  carried  requires  a  change  from  one  unit  to  another, 

7.  Whenever  a  regularly  authorized  unit  of  storage  or  closed-pouch  space, 
combined  with  an  emergency  unit,  necessitates  the  use  of  more  than  30  feet  of 
linear  space  in  a  baggage  car,  or  storage  car  used  exclusively  far  the  mails, 
a  60-foot  car  shall  be  authorized  and  paid  for  on  the  basis  of  the  round  trip, 
provided  the  car  is  not  used  by  the  railroad  company  in  the  opposite  diieetlon. 

&  Whenever  a  regular  authorization  is  exceeded  on  50  per  cent  or  more  of 
the  trips  during  a  period  of  30  consecutive  days,  the  next  higher  unit  shall  be 
authorized.  This  rule  will  not  apply  to  the  month  of  December. 

9,  Where  the  railroad  companies  are  required  by  the  department  to  perform 
side,  terminal,  or  transfer  service,  they  shall  be  separately  compensated  for 
such  service,  unless  the  service  is  performed  in  or  directly  contiguous  to  railway 
terminals  and  depots.

SIDE  AND  TKAUSnSB  SERVICE 

1.  Annual  stotemento  of  side  and  tntosfex'  mail  sovloe  shaU  be  made  on  or 
before  July  1  each  year  without  a  call  from  the  departm^t  or  Railway  MaU 

Service.  Quarterly  certificates  covering  the  performance  of  such  service  shall 
be  made  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  Annual  statements  and  quarterly  certifi- 
cates shall  be  forwarded  through  the  proper  division  superintendents  of  the 
Railway  Mail  Service.  After  annual  statement  is  approved  payment  for  the 
first  two  months  will  be  made  at  the  end  of  each  month,  but  payment  for  the 
last  month  of  a  quarter  will  not  be  made  until  quarterly  certificate  is  received. 

2.  The  annual  rate  of  comp^isatlon  for  side  and  transfer  aorvtee  will  be 
changed  during  a  fiscal  year  only  when  service  is  established  at  some  new  p^t 
or  entirely  discontinued  at  some  point.  Such  changes  will  be  made  effective 
with  the  actual  date  involved. 

3.  Contract  service  will  be  readjusted  from  the  fiist  of  eacn  July,  and  each 
annual  statement  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  every  contract 
tovolved.  Bach  contract  most  be  todoareed  over  the  signature  of  an  ofBcial 
of  tibe  company  to  show  tliat  it  is  a  troe  copy  of  the  original  and  toat  the  sorioe 
has  been  advertised  and  let  to  the  lowest  rei^nsible  bidder  waA&r  the  adv^ 
tisement.  Contracts  shall  be  so  worded  as  to  omit  all  contiguous  service  at 
railroad  stations  and  to  cover  only  the  handling  of  mails  between  post  office 
and  railroad  station  or  between  railroad  stations  not  contiguous.  Postmasters 
can  not  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  railroad  company  or  act  as  a  special  carrier. 
See  sections  66  and  1254,  Postal  Laws  and  regulations. 

4.  The  comp«i8tton  to  railroad  companies  handling  mails  between  depot  and 
post  office  (aide  SNrrice)  and  between  d^te  not  cwtfgnons  (transCer  swvioe) 
at  potots  where  they  are  required  to  perform  such  service  is  separate  from  line 
transportation  pay  and  warrants  in  payment  for  such  service  will  show  the 
letter  "  S  "  after  route  number. 

5.  The  department  reserves  the  right  to  relieve  the  company  of  dde  service 
at  any  potot  and  advance  notice  will  be  given  when  practicable.  Wh^e  the 


company  employs  a  contractor  it  may  protect  itself  in  this  by  the  insertion  of 
a  clause  in  the  contract  releasing  the  company  in  case  the  department  assumes 

tilt'  st^rvic©- 

6.  Railroad  companies  are  required  to  give  the  d^rtment  at  Wiishington^ 
D.  C,  30  clays'  advance  notice  at  points  where  malls  are  lumdled,  ot'^the  41s- 
continua^ce  of  an  agency  or  the  removal  of  a  station  to  a  new  location  raor& 
than  80  rods  from  the  post  office.  Such  notices  will  be  acknowledged  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  company  for  the  handling  of  the  mails  will  cease  at  the 
end  of  80  days  fi0m  receipt  of  notice  at  Washington,  D.  C,  unless  the  company 
is  r«31eired  prior  to  tiutt  tbne. 

7.  Railroad  companies  shall  not  take  up  side  or  transfer  service  at  new 
points  until  requested  to  do  so  by  an  official  of  the  Railway  MftU.  Serriei.. 
Postmasters  are  not  authorized  to  make  such  requests.
